W hile the probably unfounded story 
of the boy arid grandfather, his cry 
"Ring, grandpa, rin g !" la known to 
every schoolchild, the noble act of 
Caesar Rodney 
is 
fam iliar to few 
Americans. 
The tentative vote taken by the 
delegates Ju ly I, I TTO, was indecisive. 
Horne of the colonies had sent a ma­ 
jority of Tory delegates and the votes 
of Pennsylvania and South Carolina 
were against freeing the colonies from 
the British*yoke. Two delegates from 
Delaware were tied and the third was 
Caesar R o d n e y, who lay very ill In 
his home near Dover. 
He was suffer­ 
ing from a cancer which had caused 
him to wear a veil over his face. 
On th** night before the birth of 
independence Thomas McKeen, w hoso 
vote for the Declaration Dad negatived 
thai of George Reed, also of Delaware, 
dispatched a messenger to Caesar Rod­ 
ney, urging him to come at once. 
If 
all the colonies did not sign the docu­ 
ment, he wrote there could be no ef­ 
fective resistance to England. 
The 
delegates were then engaged in anx­ 
ious and prolonged debate. 
Early in the morning the messenger 
reached the Rodney farm at Bayfield, 
Delaware, and delivered his message 
Costar Rodney rose from his bed 
His nurse and relatives told b^ra he 
was going forth to death. 
M cKeen had calculated that lf Rod 
ney came and cast the d* riding vote 
for Delaware, Pennsylvania and South 
Carolina 
would step 
into line and 
would swing every state for lndepend 
once. 
lie had pouted relax a of horses 
on the route. 
Rodney rode at the 
lim it of speed, leaving the messenger 
who bad summoned him far behind. 
lie had to be lifted from his horse 
and 
led 
Into 
the 
chamber. 
W ith 
his strength fast ebbing he cast the 
vote on which the fate of Am erica 
hinged. 
South 
Carolina and 
Pennsylvania 
voted In the affirmative and then, with 
John Hancock at their head, all the 
delegates put their pens to the I>eclara- 
tlon. 
R o d n e y d id not die just then. 
Ho 
recovered a little and with enormous 
hardihood enlisted and won a com­ 
mission in the Continental army. 
H is 
malady, however, soon overtook him 
and he died In his forty-sixth year. 
The Caesar Rodney chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
wil pay for the tablet commemorating 
his memory.

PRACTICE ECONOMY IN FEED 


For Satisfactory 
Results One Must 
Feed Wheat, Corn and Oats— 
Vegetables Help Out. 


Grain Is high in price for those who 
keep poultry and have to buy their 
feed. It is causing some small breeders 
some concern and the question is al­ 
ready being asked, "How cap I econo­ 
mize in the grain I feed to the hens?” 
It is not possible to economize much 
on grain to be fed to poultry lf you ex­ 
pect satisfactory results. The staples 
ure corn, wheat and oats, meat food, 
green food, grit. charcoal and oyster 
shells. These may be varied and helped 
out by green-cured clover and alfalfa 
to be fed after steaming, various vege­ 
tables to be fed raw, and other vege­ 
tables to be fed cooked and mashed 
and mixed with ground grains, like po­ 
tatoes, turnips, etc., says a writer in 
an exchange. 
These vegetables can 
often be purchased very cheaply from 
the growers after they have sorted out 
the marketable part. 
Cheap grains, 
like shriveled grain or sweepings, are 
generally more expensive in propor­ 
tion to the nutriment contained than 
first-class grain. 
Our advice is, continue to feed good 
grain, if eggs are expected, and econo­ 
mize in the way it is fed. 
By this we 
mean, do not give the birds more than 
they will clean up. Many breeders feed 
in a deep lifter, and we advocate this 
practice, but there must not be throo 
or four inches of grain and dirt under 
Hie litter as we have seen In some 
poultry houses.
